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MINUTES  OF  THE  PMCM  FALL  HEETKif  AT  SHE  RATO'  i-CAr- 1 LLAC  HOTEL 


Detroit,  Michigan 
November  29,  1975 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  P.H.  (Jim)  Frans  at  3:00 

p . m. 

Reading  of  the  June  1^,  1975  minutes  were  suspended  as  all  members 
were  furnished  with  copies  of  the  Hotel  Olds  June  Meeting.  Harold 
Anderson  moved  and  Ralph  Hinkle  second,  and  motion  carried. 

Bill  Anspach  reported  on  the  Universal  Grading  System  of  paper  money 
of  1 thru  100.  However,  dealers  and  collectors  all  seem  to  have  their 
own  system  of  grading  and  time  will  tell  if  the  effort  upon  the  part 
of  several  Paper  Money  Societies  will  have  any  effect. 

Editor  Werve  reported  that  all  Paper  Money  Societies  are  interested 
and  concerned  with  Paper  Money  grading  and  the  PMCM  will  chair  the 
meeting  of  the  Syngraphic  Liaison  Group  at  Atlanta  1977  ANA  Convention 

Here  is  a list  of  the  organizations  participating  in  the  discussions 
or  are  considering  the  matter. 

Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors . International  Bank  Note  Society 
Canadian  Paper  Money  Society  Latin  American  Notaphilic  Society 

Paper  Money  Collectors  of  Michigan  World  Paper  Currency  Club 
Cheque  Collectors  Round  Table  Essay-Proof  Society 

The  object  of  the  Group  is  to  provide  means  through  which  organization 
interested  in  syngraphics  ( i.e.  paper  money,  bank  fiscal  paper,  bank 
notes,  etc.)  can  communicate share  experience  and  work  together  on  an 
international  scale  for  the  common  good  of  all  concerned. 

It  was  thought  that  for  several  organizations  the  use  of  the  words 
"Bank  Note  and  "Paper  Money”  are  too  restrictive.  Therefore  the 
name  chosen  was  SYNGRAPHIC  LIAISON  GROUP. 

While  the  Syngraphic  Liaison  Group  will  not  interfere  with  the  inter- 
nal affairs  of  any  member  organization  it  will  accept  requests  to  con- 
sider common  problems  or  difficulties.  It  will,  if  asked,  establish 
common  or  uniform  systems  of  approaches  to  similar  activities  under- 
taken by  two  or  more  member  organizations.  To  undertake  the  more  com- 
plicated projects  it  may  establish  sub-committees  or  qualified  persons 
The  results  of  all  its  efforts  will  be  made  available  to  its  members 
by  issuing  bulletins  from  time  to  time.  No  member  organization  is  in 
any  way  bound  by  the  decision  or  required  to  accept  recommendations 
of  the  Syngraphic  Liaison  Group,  but  may  do  so  at  its  sole  discretion. 

After  much  discussion  about  raising  the  dues  to  $6.00  per  year.  Bob 
Condo  made  a motion  for  the  increase  from  $5*00  to  $6.00.  Second  by 
Chester  Clark  and  passed  to  take  effect  January,  1976. 

President  Frans  led  some  discussion  about  the  PMCM  supplying  a Best  of 
Show  Trophy  for  our  Club  Members  only  through  the  MSNS  for  each  con- 
vention. George  Haties  moved  and  Martin  Delger  second  and  the  motion 
carried.  Tom  Jones  supported  the  motion,  also  for  the  Spring  Show  and 
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will  provide  funds  for  same.  Our  Club  will  supply  the  Fall  Trophy. 

Board  Member  Mike  Crabb  led  some  discussion  on  the  possibility  of 
Paper  Money  groups  sponsoring  a Paper  Money  Bourse  and  Show  some  time 
in  the  near  future.  This  show  would  be  restricted  solely  to  dealers 
with  currency.  A suggested  name  was  "Currency  Collectors  of  America’. 
The  show  in  order  to  draw  the  greatest  number  of  currency  collectors 
should  be  held  some  place  in  the  mid  states.  The  logical  time  would 
be  May  or  June,  in  order  not  to  interfere  with  any  other  National, 
State  or  Regional  Show. 

Mike  Crabb  was  appointed  Chairman  to  explore  the  matter  further  and 
report  back  at  the  Spring  Show. 

Chuck  O'Donnell  was  given  recognition  for  his  time  and  effort  in 
getting  the  B.E.P.  to  issue  the  new  $2.00  bill.  Chuck  spear-headed 
all  drives  for  all  the  Paper  Money  Societies  as  a one  man  committee 
and  without  his  undying  devotion  to  this  matter,  there  is  no  doubt  we 
collectors  would  not  be  even  looking  at  a new  $2.00  bill  come  April  IS 
1976. 


A letter  of  Congratulations  is  to  be  mailed  to  Chuck. 


President  Frans  announced  a New  Format  for  the  Rag  Picker.  Moved  by 
Tom  Jones  and  second  by  Harold  Anderson.  Starting  with  the  11th. 
Anniversary  Issue  the  Rag  Picker  will  be  all  dressed  up  in  a new  color 
ful  format.  (This  is  one  reason  why  the  dues  had  to  be  raised  to 
$6.00.)  The  work  will  be  done  by  a commercial  printer.

Lt . Gen.  Arthur  MacArthur,  father  of  Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur,  was 
military  governor  of  the  Philippines  during  the  Presidency  of  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  who  in  1906  decided  to  establish  civilian  government.  Gen. 
Mac  Arthur  violently  disagreed,  stressing  the  importance  of  the  Phili- 
ppines to  the  U.S.  and  vital  even  if  we  had  to  go  to  war  for  them. 

The  president  ordered  him  home  and  was  assigned  menial  duties  until 
his  retirement  in  1909 . 

During  the  recent  visit  of  the  Japanese  Emperor  certain  collectors 
had  an  informal  meeting  with  members  of  HIS  party.  They  admitted 
that  their  subs,  etc.  had  attacked  the  West  coast  and  particularly 
Goleta.  Answering  the  query  re  WW2  Japanese  invasion  currency,  it 
was  admitted,  the  program  was  a failure.  They  contend  that  the  Victory 
notes  of  the  Philippines  were  made  in  Hawaii,  that  bear  the  Bank  of 
the  Philippines.

Michael,  Ca.  (a  suburb  of  Sacramento,  California).  An  old  lady  customei 
(mother  o^  many)was  shot  down  by  a person  with  a shot  gun,  alleged 
to  be  Patty.

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Now  that  we  are  into  the  winter  holiday  buying  season,  we  should  be 
running  into  a variety  of  new  finds.  New  blocks  and  higher  serial 
ranees  are  becoming  the  order  of  the  day.  I know  what  the  mintage 
figures  are,  but  it  sometimes  takes  a long  while  until  these  figures 
are  present  in  circulation. 


I had  some  very  surprising  news  given  to  me  by  my  3.E.P.  sources  the 
other  day  and  I am  pleased  to  let  you  all  know  here  and  by  informing 
Nate  Goldstein  for  his  Coin  World  column.  The  B.E.P.  will  begin  print- 
ing the  new  $2.00  note  shortly.  Plans  are  to  begin  with  my  own  Dis- 
trict Notes  E’-  or  Richmond.  Then  move  to  the  ‘!L:i  District.  Further 
information  is  that  they  will  be  COPE  NOTES.  This  in  itself  should 
create  quite  a stir  right  from  the  beginning.  Let’s  explore  the 
possibilities  right  off. 

First,  there  will  be  at  least  twenty-four  initial  blocks  to  collect, 
one  for  each  District  in  regular  and  Star  Blocks.  Second,  with  Cope 
and  conventional  printings,  there  will  be  a mad  scramble  for. the 
group  collectors  trying  to  assemble  selections  from  both  types  of 
printing.  No  telling  how  many  groups  will  be  required  to  achieve 
this.  By  the  way,  for  those  who  do  not  understand  what  the  term 
group  collecting  is,  let  me  try  to  explain  for  you  as  you  may  run  into 
this  or  have  reauests  made  of  you  for  this  material.  Group  collectors 
are  those  fellows  and  gals  who  try  to  get  a sample  note  within  a 
specific  serial  number  range  of  each  series.  Recently,  the  B.E.P.  has 
owned  up  that  they  have  been  printing  notes,  but  that  gaps  have  ex- 
isted where  none  had  be  thought  to  exist.  For  example,  the  official 
figures  reported  for  the  1963  $1.00  Notes  that  the  total  amount  of 
notes  released  for  the  !;F:*  District  was  221,120,000  regular  and 
19,200,000  Star  Notes.  This  is  broken  down  by  saving  99,999,999  for 
"A-‘  Block,  99,999,999  for  ’!BT  Block  and  1,120,000  for  C'?  Block. 
Naturally,  we  thought  that  there  were  19,200,000  Stars  printed  and 
issued.  This  is  not  correct  as  the  Stars  were  printed  in  groups  as 
follows:  F0 0,000, 001“  thru  F07, 840,001*  thru  Fl6 ,000 ,000*  for  a 
total  of  8,259,999,  and  lastly,  they  printed  a third  group  of  Star 
Notes  starting  with  serial  number  Fl6, 160,000*  thru  FI 9 ,200,000*  for 
a total  of  3,049,000.  Now  if  you  and  the  three  group  totals  of  Stars 
in  circulation,  you  find  that  there  are  only  18,989,998  Stars  released 
rather  than  the  19,200,000  as  indicated  by  the  closing  serial  number. 

It  is  therefore  a challange  for  group  collectors  to  locate  and  have  a 
specimen  from  each  of  the  serial  number  ranges  (groups).  Later  on  in 
the  production  of  the  $1.00  FRNTs,  the  B.E.P.  also  made  changes  within 
the  serial  number  ranges,  but  filled  them  with  a new  variety  of  notes 
printed  on  the  Cope  machine.  Therefore,  the  totals  are  correct,  but 
a group  collector  needs  a specimen  from  each  of  the  conventional  print- 
ed notes  as  well  as  one  from  the  Cope  printed  notes . To  continue 
w i t h examples,  if  you  are  a block  collector,  you  need  34  blocks  (22 
regular  and  22  Star).  It  is  this  way  for  all  of  the  series  thru  the 
present  one  of  1974.  It  now  appears  that  this  will  oe  the  case  for 
the  collectors  of  the  new  $2.00  Notes,  because  they  will  be  printed  on 
the  Cope  and  conventional  equipment.  By  the  way,  I also  learned  that 
the  3.E.P.  is  possibly  using  the  Cope  equipment  for  some  $20.00  Notes 
also.  I cannot  get  serial  numbers  or  District,  but  I hope  to  keep  in 
touch  until  i have  definite  info  on  this  subject. 

Ir  my  last  letter  I reported  the  latest  info  about  the  production  o.t 
. . E . P . Well,  I now  have  samples  of  the  following  new  blocks:

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NEW  ISSUE  OF  CU  CURRENCY  IN  ISRAEL 


A new  type  10  lirot  note  issue  dated  1973  was  released  in  Israel  for 
circulation  on  January  30 , 1975* 

The  note  portrays  on  the  obverse.  Sir  Moses  Haim  Montofiore,  English 
Philanthropist . 

At  the  lower  left,  below  the  signatures  of  David  Horovitz  and  Moshe 
Sanbar  are  two  embossed  discs,  a feature  for  the  blind  previously 
found  only  on  Netherland  notes,  two  embossed  discs  equals  10  lirot; 
later  the  five  lirot  will  have  one  disc,  50  lirot  three  disc,  etc. 

The  reverse  of  the  ’73s  10  lirot  note  shows  the  Jaffa  Gate  at  Jerusalem 
with  the  citadel  but  without  the  tower. 

The  new  note  is  about  20%  smaller  than  the  Haim  Bialik  10  lirot.  It 
has  no  security  thread  but  does  contain  a number  printed  in  invisible 
ink . 


Due  to  be  released  next  is  the  five  lirot  portraying  Henrietta  Szold : 
50  lirot  depicting  Chaim  Weizman;  100  lirot  with  effigy  of  Theodor 
Herzl  and  in  19773  a 500  lirot  showing  David  Ben-Gurion  all  in  the 
smaller  dimension  and  each  one  depicting  a gate  of  the  Old  City  of 
Jerusalem. 


Due  to  the  devaluation  of  the  Israel  lirot  from  23*8  cents  to  16.6 
in  1974,  the  500  lirot  note  was  necessary  and  is  the  first  in  the 
history  of  the  new  Israel
